EXPORT LICENCES 
NEW APPLICATION FORM 


A new form of application for export licences (Application 
Form D) has been prepared and should be used wherever practic- 
able. Form B will continue to be accepted, but where it is used 
it may be necessary to ask for additional information. The 
main change in the form is that all the questions have to be 
answered in all cases; hitherto it has not been necessary to 
answer certain questions in the case of applications for licences 
to export goods to Empire destinations. This change has been 
made because of the need for more detailed information in 
dealing with the-problem of conserving valuable materials. 

As there is still considerable misapprehension with regard to 
the,issue and refusal of export licences, the Board of Trade 
desire to emphasise that the very heavy demands for materials 
of almost every kind have made it imperative, in order to ensure 
that goods vital to the war effort are not exported for non- 
essential purposes, to control the quantities that can be exported. 
Exporters can assist the Export Licensing Department by 
firaining from submitting applications for licences to. export 





goods in short supply which are needed at home for war purposes. 
No list of such goods can be furnished, but individual industries 
will be aware of the principal categories concerned. 


EXPORT OF KNITTED GOODS 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1353, price 1d), authorising registered manufacturers 
of knitted goods to manufacture and to supply in excess of their 
quota knitted goods in respect of which an export licence has 
been granted by the Board. The General Licence applies (1) to 
Direct Exports, and (2) to goods supplied to a person entered in 
the List of Registered Exporters. The General Licence is 
subject to a provision that where the goods have already been 
authorised by a Direction issued by the Board (viz. in a Produc- 
tion Programme) the General Licence shall not apply to those 
goods. 

Registered manufacturers are reminded that since 1 June 
traders entered in the List of Registered Exporters for Class B 
must surrender coupons for knitted goods. Such a trader should 
apply for coupons by letter to the Board of Trade, Marsham 
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Court, Bournemouth, stating the name of his supplier and the 
quantity of goods covered by his.application for Export Licence. 
Unregistered exporters should continue to apply for coupons on 
form A.T. 3 in the usual way.

ANGLO-SPANISH CLEARING 


The Controller of the Anglo-Spanish Clearing Office announces 
that arrangements have now been made with the Instituto 
Espanol de Moneda Extranjera for payment of the second 
instalment of arrears as under :—- 

Debts deposited with the Banco Exterior de Espana in 1936 
will be paid in the first place in chronological order determined 
by the month in which the taloncillo number was allotted ; 
thereafter, debts will be paid in the order in which the advices 
of payment are issued by the Instituto, on the deposit by the 
debtor (or collecting bank) of the equivalent pesetas. If the 
original debt at the date of payment of the first (50 per cent.) 
instalment did not exceed the equivalent of £30 the balance will 
be paid in one instalment. Otherwise, a further instalment of 
10 per cent. will be paid. 

Payment will be made as soon as possible and there should be 
no necessity for creditors to approach the Clearing Office in the 
matter.

CONTROL OF PACKAGING 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Packaging 
(No. 1) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1366, price 1d.), which 
will control the packing by manufacturers of a wide range of 
commodities. 


The packing materials concerned include paper, glass, metals, 
fibres and plastics ; and most commodities in general use, excluding 
foodstuffs, are also affected. 

The purpose of the Order is to achieve considerable savings in 
material, labour, plant and transport at present employed in the 
manufacture of containers and to reduce the labour and transport 
required in the distribution and retail sale of pre-packed goods. It 
will also prevent the indiscriminate substitution of certain types of 
containers for those which are already controlled. 

Restrictions are imposed on the printing and decoration of all the 
containers now to be controlled, and the result of this will be that 
two colours will normally be the maximum allowed. 

While the Order does not impose restrictions on the quantity of 
any commodity which may be produced, it does limit the number 
of sizes in which commodities may be packed, in some instapces 
reducing them to a single size. 

There is no intention to prevent the continued use of containers 
in existence on 23 July 1942 provided they are containers of a type 
generally in common use for that purpose earlier than 1941.

The Service will cover changes which from time to time are 
affected under the Consumer Rationing Orders, Apparel and 
Textiles Orders and Directions, and Miscellaneous (General 
Merchandise) Orders and Directions, and should therefore be of 
yreat value to traders.

THE BLANKETS (MAXIMUM PRICES) ORDER 


The Board of Trade, after consulting the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee, has made the Blankets (Maximum Prices) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1291, price 1d) controlling the quality 
and price of all woollen blankets. 

The Order applies to all woollen blankets on sale after 14 July 
and is in two parts. 

Part I provides that the maximum prices that may be charged 
by distributors for blankets manufactured to specifications which 
have been laid down and are set out in a series of Related Price 
Lists-are the prices in those Lists, copies of which are lodged at 
the Board of Trade, the Central Price Regulation Committee and 
each of the Local Price Regulation Committees. 

The Board has also by the Household Textiles (Manufacture 
and Supply) Directions, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 18 July 1942, page 334) ordered that after 9 July 1942, no 
woollen blankets other than those specified in the Related Price 
Lists may be manufactured. 


The prices that appear in the Related Price Lists have been - 


calculated in such a way as to allow a margin of 15 per cent. on 
returns to the wholesaler and 25 per cent. (including Purchase 
Tax) on returns to the retailer. Prices to the Public (inclusive 
of Tax) will range from about 6s. to 50s. depending on size and 
weight. 

All blankets manufactured to these specifications will bear a 
label giving the following information : 


(i) the words “‘ National Price-Controlled Blanket ”’ ; 

(ii) a specification number allotted by the Wool Control, 
Bradford, to the manufacturer in respect of the par- 
ticular quality and weight of blanket upon which the 
label is sewn ; 

(iii) the size and weight of the particular blanket upon which 
the label is sewn ; 

(iv) the maximum selling price (inclusive of Purchase Tax) at 
which the particular blanket upon which the label is 
sewn may be sold to a retail customer. 


The Board of Trade realises that at the time of this Order 
coming into force there may be in the hands of retailers and 
Wholesalers stocks of blankets not conforming to these new 
specifications and that some manufacturers may be in the course 
of producing blankets outside the schedule. Part II of the Order 
provides for the disposal of such blankets in accordance with the 
following procedure : 


(1) The maximum prices to be charged by such a manufacturer 
shall be his lawful prices on 30 June 1942, lawful price 
being the price he could justify under the Prices of Goods 
Act, 1939. 

(2) The maximum prices to be charged by such a wholesaler 
shall be computed by adding to the price paid to the 
manufacturer by the first purchaser 17-65 per cent. of that 
price, which is equivalent to a margin of 15 per cent. on 
returns. 

(3) The maximum prices to be charged by such a retailer shall 
be computed by adding to the total of the price paid to the 
wholesaler or the manufacturer by the first purchaser 
(being a retailer) and the appropriate amount of Purchase 
Tax (where such tax is chargeable) 334 per cent. of this 
total.

LICENCES TO USE LACES AND TRIMMINGS 
ON UNDERWEAR AND NIGHTWEAR 


Holders of licences under the Making of Civilian Clothing 
(Restrictions) (No. 3) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 18 April 1942, page 211) whose stocks of laces and 
trimmings have not yet been exhausted, may make application 
in writing to the Board of Trade for the currency of such licences 
to be extended. The Board of Trade wish to make clear the 
following :-— ; 


(2) applications for an extension must be made in writing not 
later than 1 August 1942 to the Board of Trade (Industries 
and Manufactures 2), Millbank, London, S.W.1, and must 
be accompanied by a statement showing the quantity and 
value of stocks in hand at the date of the application. 

(6) No application will be considered from persons holding 
stocks purchased after 1 July 1942. 

(c) In no circumstances will an extension be granted beyond 
30 September 1942. 


CERTIFICATES FOR UTILITY CORSET CLOTHS 


The issue to nucleus and participating corset firms of Key Certifi- 
cates in respect of their cotton and rayon corset cloth requirements 
is now taking place. 

Corset manufacturers must place their orders with merchant 
converters whose names appear on the list which will be sent to them 
with their Certificates. Manufacturers who experience difficulty 
in placing their orders should get in touch at once with the Utility 
Cloth Office, 81, Fountain Street, Manchester. 


RECONDITIONED SERVICE CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Reconditioned Battle- 
dress (Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1361, 
price Id.), fixing at 16s. 6d: and 21s. respectively the maxfmum 
prices which wholesalers and retailers may charge for recon- 
ditioned battledress uniforms. At the same time the Recon- 
ditioned Service Clothing Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1362, price 1d.), made under Defence Regulations, prohibit 
the separate sale of the blouse and trousers. A special identifica- 
tion mark with the letters RSC (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 11 July 1942, page 326) will be applied to all these 
uniforms, and to any other reconditioned service clothing 
offered for sale through trade channels. It is an offence to 
counterfeit, remove or deface this mark. This first release of 
reconditioned battledress uniform will be confined to agricultural 
workers, retailers being required to satisfy themselves—from 
their customer’s unemployment insurance card or a certificate 
from the County War Agricultural Executive Committee—that 
the customer is a farmer or is otherwise engaged in agricultural 
work. Only one suit may be sold to each worker. 


FUEL AND POWER CONTROLLERS 


The Minister of Fuel and Power announced in the House of 
Commons on 9 July that he had decided to create a regional 
organisation of his new Ministry, and that the non-coal-producing 
parts of the country would be divided into four regions corre- 
sponding broadly with the Civil Defence Regions. 

He has since announced the names of the Regional Controllers 
of these four regions, as follows :—

Commercial Treaties

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PERU 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Trade Agreement 
between the United States of America and Peru which was 
signed at Washington on 7 May 1942. The agreement was 
proclaimed by the Presidents of the United States of America 
and Peru on 29 June and enters into force on 29 July 1942. 

The agreement provides inter alia for reciprocal tariff reduc- 
tions, particulars of which are published on page 350 of this 
issue, and for most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to 
Customs duties and related matters, rates of exchange and 
payments for imports and to any form of exchange control 
by either country over the transfer of payments for imports 
originating in the other country and for national treatment 
in regard to internal taxes and charges. 

The agreement also provides that no discriminatory treatment 
shall be imposed in respect to prohibitions and other forms of 
restrictions on imports and that products on which duty con- 
cessions have been granted will not be subject to quantitative 
restrictions except where such restrictions are imposed in con- 
junction with Governmental measures operating to regulate or 
control the production, supply or prices of like domestic articles. 

The agreement applies to the respective customs territories of 
the two countries. The most-favoured-nation provisions will, 
however, apply to all territory under the sovereignty or authority 
of the two countries respectively except that they do not apply 
to the Panama Canal zone. 

Exceptions to the agreement are made concerning advantages 
accorded to a third country as a result of a Customs Union or 
to adjacent countries in order to facilitate frontier traffic. 
Exception is also made for advantages accorded by the United 
States, its. territories or possessions or the Panama Canal Zone 
to one another or to the Republic of Cuba. 

Measures relating to sanitary regulations or neutrality or 
measures. imposed for the protection of the country’s essential 
interests.in time of war or other national emergency are exempt 
from the provisions of the agreement. : 

The agreement will remain in force, subject to certain special 
provisions, for a period of two years and will remain in force 
thereafter until six months after notice of termination has been 
given by either country.

The fact that goods made of raw materials in 
short supply owing to war conditions are advertised 
in this Journal should not be taken as an indication 
that they are necessarily available for export.

“ Board of Trade Journal” of 27 June (pages 308-309), the 
following additional information which has been obtained from 
India will be of interest to United Kingdom exporters :— 

(1) Import licences already granted for imports from the 
United Kingdom which required such licences before 1 July 
1942 will remain valid. 

(2) Where goods are covered by an import assistance recom- 
mendation issued by the Government of India an import licence 
will be issued as a matter of course on application by the importer 
in India. It is therefore safe for such goods to be shipped from 
this country in anticipation of the issue of a licence in India. 

(3) In other cases exporters are advised to delay shipment 
until they have ascertained that an import licence has been 
granted in India. The same advice applies to the execution of 
outstanding orders. 

(4) The Government of India are advising importers in India 
to take the initiative in applying for licences in respect of out- 
standing orders and informing United Kingdom suppliers 
promptly when these have been obtained. 

(5) Import licences will be required for all goods imported by 
post except goods for Lona fide use and not for sale. 

(6) Import licences are not required for the importation into 
India of United Kingdom goods dispatched on through consign- 
ment to India before 1 July 1942 except where such licences were 
required under previous regulations. The term “ éhrough 
consignment to India ” covers dispatch from the factory provided 
that such dispatch complies with the following definition : 
“ Dispatch of goods in such circumstances that, both in the 
intention of the consignor and in fact, they have been dispatched 
on the first stage of a journey to a definite consignee in India, 
the journey to be accomplished without the consignment being 
divided, added to, repacked or unnecessarily delayed at any 
point en route to India.”’ The question of compliance with this 
definition is determined by the Import Trade Controller in India 
after considering such documentary evidence as can be produced. 
The most satisfactory evidence is a through bill of lading or it®

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA AND SOUTH- 
WEST AFRICA 


RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS BY PARCEL POST 


The Postmaster-General announces that the Government of 
the Union of South Africa will issue an Order which will come 
into force on 27 July, and will have the effect of prohibiting the 
importation by parcel post into the Union and South-West 
Africa from the United Kingdom of any goods for trade pur- 
poses, i.e., for the purpose of resale or of being manufactured 
or processed for sale, except under special permit issued by the 
Union Controller of Imports, Pretoria, or by the High Commis- 
sioner for the Union of South Africa, Trafalgar Square, London, 
W.C.2. These special permits, which will be issued only in 
exceptional cases, t.e., in respect of goods of the highest possible 
ratings, such as essential drugs and medical supplies, must be 
enclosed in the parcels to which they relate and the senders 
should endorse the Customs Declarations accompanying the 
parcels to the effect that an import permit is enclosed. 

The object of this Order is to make the maximum use of 
shipping space for munitions of war and other commodities of 
immediate value to the war effort. 

The South African import prohibition does not apply to private 
parcels for the Union of South Africa and South-West Africa, 
including those for members of H.M. Forces, but as from 27 July 
the senders of such, parcels must mark the relative Customs 
Declarations as follows: “ the contents are for the personal use 
of the addressee.” 

Parcels not bearing a declaration as indicated above will be 
refused and any parcel found to contain a false declaration will 
be liable to confiscation. 

It will continue to be necessary to produce export licences for 
goods subject to export control Orders made by the Board of 
Trade.

GOVERNMENT MONOPOLY FOR TEA AND 
COFFEE 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Ankara has 
forwarded a copy of Law No. 4223, published in the Official 
Gazette of 25 May 1942, which sets up as from 1 June a Govern- 
ment monopoly for the importation and sale of tea and coffee 
of all kinds. This monopoly will be placed under the control of the 
Turkish Direction General of Monopolies. 

The actual sale of tea to the public will continue to be entrusted 
to private traders but a licence must be obtained by retailers 
and the selling price and conditions of sale are strictly controlled.

COMPANY MEETING 


WIGGINS TEAPE & CO. 
PROBLEMS OF RAW MATERIALS 


The annual general meeting of Wiggins Teape and Co. (1919), 
Ltd., was held on 17 July in London. 

Mr. F. L. T. Barlow presided and said: During the year 1941 raw 
material has been in rather shorter supply, and the permitted quotas 
for the supply of paper have been correspondingly reduced. To 4 
considerable extent this situation has been met by an overall redue- 
tion in thickness of the paper made, which has helped to keep our 
plant employed and to provide a larger supply of paper for general 
use. This policy is still being actively pressed forward. 

Having regard to depleted engineering staffs and material shortage, 
the company’s mills have been maintained in a satisfactory state 
of efficiency, and having regard to the shortage of coal, it may be of 
interest tosnote that the policy pursued over many years of improving 
the company’s power production plants is proving most advan« 
tageous. For years these have been supervised by a full-time 
combustion engineer. if 

I should like to bring to your notice the valuable work done by 
our laboratory staffs. We have installed laboratory control at all the 
larger mills and we maintain a research laboratory for the group at 
our largest mill and a more specialised one at the photographic milly 

Turning to the accounts, it will be seen that there is a considerable 
reduction in the gross profit on trading. This is due to a reduction 
in the quantity of paper made and increases in cost of productiony 
which during the year were not offset by increases in the maximum 
sale price of paper allowed by the Ministry of Supply. ’ 

You will see that there has been a substantial increase in thé 
amount of war expenses. This increase is mainly caused by thé 
increase in the number of employees on active service to the depen 
dents of whom appropriate allowances are made by your company. 

You will observe that in spite of a reduction of about £167,000 
in the profits, the reduction in the provision for taxation has enabled 
us to appropriate £50,000 to contingencies reserve and to recommend 
the same final dividend on the Ordinary shares, making a dividend 
for the year of 7 per cent. However, such dividend works out at only 
4 per cent. on the Ordinary capital and the reserves of the company 
and its subsidiary companies. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
